REQUEST FOR CHANGE 


W ashington, Dec. 15 
(ZP) — A 
reiterated w arning th a t cu rren­ 
cy inflation is “not a cu re-all” 
for farm ers’ trou bles was issu ed 
by Secretary Wallace today in 
his annu al report to President 
Roosev elt. 
Inflation wou ld raise- general 
price lev els he said, bu t wou ld 
not elim inate the disparity be­ 
tween prices of agricu ltu ral and 
non-agricu ltu ral produ cts, which 
he termed essential to perm an­ 
ent farm relief. 
Of the adm inistration’s gold 
pu rchase plan he said: 
“It may not hav e any great ef­ 
fect for some time on liv estock 
and dairy prices. . . . Ev entu ally , 
howev er, most of ou r raw -m a­ 
terial prices shou ld rise to the 
ex tent to which the gold in the 
dollar is redu ced.” 
Wallace recommended regu la­ 
tion of grain ex changes and sep­ 
aration of sav ings from com m er­ 
cial banks in order to strengthen 
cou ntry banks. 
He blamed the rise in farm 
prices from last M arch to Ju ly 
on inordinate specu lation in the 
commodity m arkets and told the 
President “it is im perativ e for 
the 
gov ernm ent 
to 
su perv ise, 
and if necessary to regu late, 
grain specu lation, becau se su ch 
su perv ision is the only m eans of 
prev enting abu ses.” 
Balancing produ ction with de­ 
m and was the key note of W al­ 
lace’s report. 
He predicted a 
perm anent program of crop con­ 
trol in line with needs of the do­ 
mestic m arket. 
The adju stm ent act, he said, 
“is 
a 
program 
for 
economic 
planning — the first of its kind 
in the nation’s history .” 
“It contem plates the organiza­ 
tion 
of produ cers 
for 
action 
which they cannot take indiv id­ 
u ally , bu t which is necessary to 
su bstitu te order for chaos in the 
agricu ltu ral indu stry ,” he con­ 
tinu ed, adding th a t it had im ­ 
prov ed farm conditions in the 
last six months. 
Wallace said the situ ation in 
the cotton belt rem ained critical, 
despite the w ithdraw al of 10,- 
39 6 ,000 acres from produ ction, 
du e to abnorm al y ields. 
On other phases of the pro­ 
gram he reported the w heat pro­ 
gram called for a redu ction of

W ashington, Dec.* 15 CZP)—NRA 
ex pects before the new y ear to 
pu t into effect a t least 75 to IOO 
more codes and bring the total 
to a point where few indu stries 
of any conseq u ence will be ou t­ 
side. 
The approv ed com pacts today 
stand a t 150. It has taken six 
m onths of work from the incep­ 
tion of the recov ery u nit a t the 
close of last congress, to get th a t 
m any into force. 
Of 28 0 codes past the hearing 
stage, nearly ' 20 are ready for 
President Roosev elt or will be 
soon, and IOO more are close to 
completion. 
The NRA code inv entory cov ­ 
ers: 
All m ajor raw m aterials pro­ 
du ction w ith the ex ception of 
alu m inu m and anthracite (codes 
u ncompleted) and copper (not 
y et su bm itted). 
All retail, wholesale and dis­ 
tribu tion trade. 
A large proportion of ail m an­ 
u factu ring indu stries. 
All tex tiles and clothing. 
A v ast assortm ent of miscel­ 
laneou s m anu factu ring and serv ­ 
ice trades from banks and ho­ 
tels to dry cleaning. 
Still ou t, bu t in process of for­ 
m ation are codes for pu blic u til­ 
ities. 
Lau ndries 
and 
restau ­ 
rants, hu ge reserv oirs of em ­ 
ploy ment, are hav ing their codes 
worked ou t u nder difficu lties. 
Gold m iners hav e not su bm itted 
a code and, pay ing high wages 
and selling to the gov ernment, 
may not. 
No one a t NRA will estim ate 
how m any more codes there will 
be. Three hu ndred was called “a 
good gu ess” a m onth ago. Today 
there is talk th a t they m ay be 
going throu gh a t late as 19 35, 
the y ear th a t NRA’s present le­ 
gal au thority ex pires. 


Ten Pupils Killed in Crash o f 
Scho o l Bus and Train But

Crescent City , Fla., Dec. 15 (ZP) 
— A coroner’s inq u est was called 
today to fix the responsibility for 
the train-school bu s crash which 
y esterday killed ten children and 
inju red abou t 30 others. 
It was feared the death list 
wou ld m ou nt as nine children, 
ranging from ll to 17 y ears of 
age, lay in Palatka hospitals su f­ 
fering from cu ts and other in­ 
ju ries. 
D. R. Niles, the 6 5-y ear-old bu s 
driv er, who swerv ed his v ehicle 
into the path of a freight train 
in an early m orning fog, was in

seriou s condition. 
He was

(ZP) — An 
ex tensiv e rev ision of income tax 
laws was recom m ended to the 
hou se way s and m eans com m it­ 
tee today by Acting Secretary 
M orgenthau , bu t q u estions of 
rates 
were 
w ithheld 
pending 
completion of the bu dget. 
He addressed his rem arks to a 
su b - com m ittee’s 
recom m enda­ 
tions on income tax es and then 
rev ealed the treasu ry has started 
a stu dy of “the whole q u estion 
of the relation of the tax ing sy s­ 
tem of the United States to 
those of the sev eral states.” 
M orgenthau ’s 
recom m enda­ 
tions, which were rev iewed a t a 
W hite Hou se conference y ester­ 
day , contained no estim ate of 
how m u ch rev enu e m ight be 
raised by re-w riting the income 
tax law’s adm inistrativ e prov i­ 
sions. B u t it was learned the 
treasu ry considered too high the 
way s and m eans su b-com m it­ 
tee’s 
estim ate 
th a t 
its 
plan 
wou ld raise $27 0,000,000. 
Abou t $100,000,000 was consid­ 
ered a more likely retu rn from 
the com m ittee’s plan as am end­ 
ed by treasu ry recom m endations. 
Im portant 
recom m endations 
m ade by M orgenthau inclu ded: 
A lower tax on earned income 
and from income op inv est­ 
m ents. 
A req u irem ent th a t hu sband 
and w ife' m u st m ake joint in­ 
come tax retu rns, a change esti­ 
m ated to bring in $40,000,000 of 
additional rev enu e a y ear. 
In presenting this recom m en­ 
dation M orgenthau referred di­ 
rectly to the case of Charles E.

enough to force the bootlegger 
out of business find increasing 
evidence of competition between 
the federal and sta te govern­ 
ments for the juicy revenues 
from legalized alchoholic bever­ 
ages. 


Proposals for the federal gov­ 
ernm ent to collect 
all of

gallonage ta xes and divide them 
with the sta tes were considered 
impractical by many

of the two committees in view 
of taxes already put into effect 
in some states. 


There also was a wide division 
of opinion about how much of 
the taxes should be apportioned 
to the sta tes. 
Despite the difficulties, howev­ 
er, Chairman Doughton, of the 
house ways and means com m it­ 
tee, said he was inclined to fa v­ 
or the co-operative method rec­ 
ommended by several groups, in ­ 
cluding the 
interdepartm ental 
committee appointed by Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt.

warned tha t competitive ta xa ­
